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AAA Cattle Company asked to reduce by 1,000 


head per week

AAA Cattle Company, an in¬ 
tensive livestock operation just 
east of Didsbury, are asking the 
Natural Resource Conserva¬ 
tion Board (NRCB) to put out a 
hold on an order which has 
asked them to reduce their cat¬ 
tle numbers by 1,000 head per 
week, starting December 6. 

The NRCB has requested 
that AAA Cattle Company start 
reducing their herd of cattle by 
1,000 head per week until they 
are back down to their origi¬ 
nal 2,500 which they were first 
approved for by Mountain View 
County back in 1998. 

Between 1998 and 2002 the 
Alberta Government created 
legislation referred to as the 


Agricultural Operations 
Practicing Act (AOPA), often 
referred to as, ‘The Right to 
Farm Legislation.’ The Prov¬ 
ince used an existing Govern¬ 
ment body - the NRCB - to en¬ 
force the AOPA. 

The AOPA now covers opera¬ 
tions like feed lots, causing 
AAA Cattle Company, to be¬ 
come the responsibility of the 
Province and no longer that of 
the municipality. 

Since the Province now 
looks after feed lots AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company applied to the 
NRCB on January 4, 2002 to 
have the feed lot expanded to a 
maximum of 18,200 head of cat¬ 
tle. 

Since the application was ap¬ 
proved the following year, and 
the cattle numbers have began 


to climb, they have been in a con¬ 
stant battle with a group of resi¬ 
dents who have established a 
group called, ‘The Committee for 
Lone Pine.’ 

The committee, chaired by 
Midway area resident. Murray 
Marsh, was established simply 
to be the watchdog over this 
operation. 

Upon receiving the approval 
to expand their feed lot the Com¬ 
mittee for Lone Pine received 
the right to appeal. Finally this 
past November, the Alberta 
Court of Appeal rendered their 
decision and decided to quash 
the application from AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company which the NRCB 
had approved. 

The two sides were debating 
over a grandfathering clause. 
AAA Cattle Company deemed 


that they shouldn’t have to dig 
up existing pens to install lin¬ 
ers, while the Committee for 
Lone Pine felt this should be 
done. 

According to Simon 
Cobban, co-owner of AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company, when his feed lot 
was first constructed back in 
1998 there were no laws that 
said there had to be any liners 
under pens. 

When the AOPA legislation 
was introduced in 2001, it 
stated that all pens had to 
have liners in place to protect 
the environment. 

Cobban says that all of his 
pens constructed after 2001 
have liners, and his other pens 
should fit under a 
grandfathering clause - which 
would allow him to operate 


these pens without having to dig 
them up and put a liner within 
them. 

Alberta’s Court of Appeal 
disagreed. 

“The piece of legislation has 
since been amended,” Cobban 
said. “The problem is that the 
court rendered their decision 
that the board errored in it’s in¬ 
terpretation of the Act, so there¬ 
fore it quashed the decision.The 
piece of legislature has been 
amended.The intent of that (part 
of the legislation) was to make 
sure that all the environment 
stuff; such as the way you han¬ 
dle manure, your catch basins, 
your run-on, your run-off - but 
it was never intended that you 
lay down a clay liner under these 
existing pens.

It's basically getting back to 
this whole grandfathering issue. 
Basically, anyone that was in ex¬ 
istence before this Act came into 
place gets grandfathered in and 
does not have to come up to the 
Act on the actual construction on 
the facility, but more to just make 
sure the day-to-day operations are 
running environment;illy friendly. ” 

Despite, Cobban having confi¬ 
dence that the NRCB will under¬ 
stand that this was purely a tech¬ 
nical error and that he has fol¬ 
lowed all the other rules he still 
requires the Board to put a, ‘Stay,’ 
on the enforcement order so he 
can keep his current 8,500 cattle 
on-site. ‘ 

“What the order says is that 
we have to reduce our cattle num¬ 
bers by 1,000 head per week until 
the extra 6,000 are removed from 
the feed lot. 

Then once we do that, then the 
order is asking us to actually 
deconstruct the fence - so to actu¬ 
ally tear down the pens and put it 
back in its natural state,” he 
added. 

“This is purely a technical er¬ 
ror that the Board made when it 
was interpreting the Act. 

Now the Act has been fixed so 
what we are talking about here is 
that the Board themselves would

have to fix the problem in our ac¬ 
tual decision. If it goes back to the 
Board, the Board just has to fix the 
decision itself so it matches the act. 
So, basically that just means re-sign¬ 
ing it and re-dating it, because it 
now matches the act.” 

Cobban says that he is confused 
on what the Committee for Lone 
Pine is really asking. 

He says that they have accused 
his company of hurting the envi¬ 
ronment, but basically he says they 
should be just as disappointed with 
the recent court ruling as his com¬ 
pany. 

‘This decision is forcing us to 
first of all remove cattle from pens, 
which meet the act, which offer the 
ground water protection, which 


have all the monitoring in place 
very much right to a ‘T\ 

So, they are asking us to remove 
them from those pens which meet 
the Act and move them to another 
feedlot which has been 
grandfathered, which doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily meet the act, and they are 
also asking that the remaining 
2,500 head of cattle left be housed 
in the old pens which were the ones 
in question. 

So, where is the protection? If 
they truly believe that there is no 
protection to the environment from 
the existing pens then why would 
they be pushing us to put cattle 
back in those pens? It doesn’t make 
any sense.That is the irony of this 
whole thing.”

Marz looking forward to third 
term as MLA 



Richard Marz, MLA 


Local MLA wins 
every poll, 
winning by over 
5,000 votes

Those who pulled them¬ 
selves out of the house last 
Monday, November 22 to cast 
a ballot for MLA sent incum¬ 
bent candidate, Richard Marz 
back to Edmonton for his third 
consecutive term. 

Marz won all 65 polls for the 
Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills rid¬ 
ing and won by over 5,000 from 
second-place candidate Alberta 
Alliance candidate, Gordon 
Quantz. 

‘1 am very pleased with 
that,” Marz said, following his 
28-day campaign. 

The official results are as 
follows: Richard Marz (Progres¬ 
sive Conservative), 7,277; 
Gordon Quantz (Alberta Alli¬ 
ance), 2,021; Tony Vonesch (Al¬ 
berta Liberal), 1,336; Brian 
Vasseur (Separation Party of 
Alberta), 746; Sarah Henckel- 
Sutmoller (Alberta Green 
Party), 469; Christopher 
Davies (NDP), 257; And, Myrna 
Kissick (Social Credit Party), 
143. 

Marz says that winning by 
such a landslide feels good, even 
though this isn’t Marz’s great¬ 
est victory since taking office 
back in 1997. 

During Marz’s last run for 
his MLA’s chair he earned 81.1 
per cent of the popular vote - 
the second highest in the Prov¬ 
ince. This go-around, the in¬ 
cumbent only garnered 59.4 
per cent. 

Not only locally did the PC’s 
receive lower support than in 
the past, but in fact the Ralph 
Klein government lost support 
throughout the entire Province 
- especially in the urban centers 
of Calgary and Edmonton. 

“I had a concern that voter 
turn-out was down and I think 
that sent us a message that 
people weren’t quite as happy 
with us as they were in 2001,” 
Marz admitted. However, he 
added, “We have had a lot of 
very difficult issues to deal 
with, primarily BSE and that 
may have affected that some¬ 


what.” 

Klein’s Tory government 
came back, after another suc¬ 
cessful run, with 61 of the pos¬ 
sible 83 seats. Prior to the elec¬ 
tion being called the PC’s held 
74 of the 83 seats. Seven of the 
remaining seats were held by 
the Alberta Liberals and two 
by the NDP’s. 

The Liberal’s came back with 
17 seats and the NDP’s took 
four of the remaining seats - 
both parties saw a growth in 
their parties. 

The Alberta Alliance, who 
said they were the conservative 
‘alterative,’ did not earn a sin¬ 
gle seat in the Legislature. 

When Marz was asked his 
opinion on losing quite a bit of 
support in Alberta’s two ma¬ 
jor cities, he didn’t really have 
a comment. 

“I haven’t had much time to 
analyze that, yet,” he said. 

Marz says what he is look¬ 
ing forward to is getting back 
to work, and has many goals 
and priorities in mind with his 
government not even sitting 
yet. 

Health care is one of the 
things on Marz’s radar screen, 
saying that it’s just one of 
those topics which needs to be 
addressed for the long-term to 
ensure the system can run ef¬ 
ficiently and affordably. 

“Health care has got to be 
something that needs to be ad¬ 
dressed. 

We need to make it more sus¬ 
tainable because the costs are 
going up and obviously the vote 
reflected that people agreed 
with that overall, although it’s 
difficult to get that point across 
because some of what I was 
hearing is, ‘we want more serv¬ 
ices but we want to pay less for 
them - or nothing for them.’ 
That would be nice, but not pos¬ 
sible.” 

One thing which Marz says 
he has been working on, even 
prior to the election, is a Pri¬ 
vate-Members Bill to eliminate 
the education property tax for 
municipalities. 

Currently, on all municipal 
taxes paid there is a portion of 
your taxes which are submit¬ 
ted to the Provincial govern¬ 
ment as, ‘education taxes.’ 

“I have quite a few priori¬ 
ties. In anticipation of this win, 
I have been working on a pri¬ 
vate members bill to eliminate 
education tax over five years 
and put some of the surplus 
back into the pockets of 
Albertans,” said Marz. 

“It would make a huge dif¬ 
ference. We have a pot-pourri 
on education/property tax 
policy right now. Industry 
doesn’t pay it on their machin¬ 
ery and equipment, the farmer 
assessment report wants it 
phazed out on agriculture prop¬ 
erty, so if that happens we would 
have a real mix-match of policy. 

“I think it should pertain to 
everyone. 

Marz said eliminating edu¬ 
cation tax would help seniors 
stay in their homes longer, and 
help young people get into 
their homes sooner. 


“Generally, it would put more 
jingle in the jeans of every 
Albertan,” he said. 

Marz says that he feels, since 
first taking office in 1997, that 
he has been quite successful at 
having different projects ap¬ 
proved such as road improve¬ 
ments, schools, and other 
projects in different communi¬ 
ties, such as the Carstairs Me¬ 
morial Complex (arena). 

“I am looking forward to 
moving ahead on some of these 
key issues, like health, educa¬ 
tion and the local constituency 
issues - like schools and roads. 
I hope we have enough money 
to increase our construction for 
our roads. Alberta’s economy is 
highly dependent on our good 
transportation system and I 
would like to focus more atten¬ 
tion on that.” 

The Klein government’s cabi¬ 
net was recently announced, 
and for the most part Marz 
seems to agree with the changes 
made - however, he is surprised 
the size of the cabinet has not 
been reduced, since the number 
of seats has been. 

“There has been some good 
amalgamations (of different de¬ 
partments),” he said. “I expected 
the cabinet to be smaller than 
maintaining the same size, but 
I guess we will see how that all 
works out.” 

One MLA who received an 
appointment to a Ministry was 
Innisfail-Sylvan Lake MLA 
Luke Ouellette who will be the 
Minister of Restructuring and 
Government Efficiency. 

Klein’s top two Ministers 
under him are women. 

Alberta’s Past Ag. Minister, 
Shirley McClellan (MLA for 
Drumheller-Stettler) has kept 
her title of Deputy Premier but 
has dropped the Agriculture de¬ 
partment and is now Minister 
of Finance. 

Past Minister of Health and 
Wellness Minister, Gary Mar has 
been moved to Community and 
Development, and replacing him 
for Minister of Health and 
Wellness is Sherwood Park MLA 
Iris Evans. 

“This Cabinet brings together 
experience and new perspectives, 
and I believe those who now sit 
at the Cabinet table are the best 
team to lead Alberta into its cen¬ 
tennial year and beyond,” said 
Klein, in a news release. 

Marz says he can’t say if this 
will be his last term or not, as 
he and his family sit down prior 
to every election and discuss the 
pro’s and con’s to being in the 
public spotlight. 

“We always discuss it 
about a year before we think 
there is going to be an elec¬ 
tion and then try to make a 
decision and see what our 
priorities are like, what our 
health is like, what our plans 
are, and what other things 
we may want to do in our life 
and I think we will do the 
same thing,” he said. 

‘This is my ninth time I 
have been elected to a posi¬ 
tion since 1980 (as I sat on a 
municipal council for a 
number of years).”

Sustainable Prosperity 
Resolution 


On November 15th, 
Didsbury Town Council passed 
a Sustainable Prosperity Reso¬ 
lution. This Resolution is part 
of the Didsbury’s support for a 
similar resolution passed by 
the Alberta Urban Municipali¬ 
ties Association (AUMA) and 
is an integral part of the on¬ 
going financial struggle facing 
all municipalities in the prov¬ 
ince. 

In light of Alberta’s new sta¬ 
tus as the only debt free prov¬ 
ince in Canada, there needs to 
be a new deal between the Prov¬ 
ince and all municipalities for 
equitable sharing of revenues 
for municipal infrastructure. All 
Albertan’s have helped to 
achieve this government’s new 
financial status - in no small 
measure this can also be attrib¬ 
uted to the municipalities of 
this province having to forgo 
infrastructure upgrades be¬ 
cause of the cutbacks in munici¬ 
pal funding. 

Between 1992 and 2002, 
Provincial transfers to munici¬ 
palities dropped by 392 million. 
However, between 1998 and 
2003 provincial revenues grew 
by 21%. 

Every municipality in Al¬ 
berta is struggling to meet the 
demands of the 21st Century 
using 19th Century means to 
generate revenue. There are 
only two main sources of rev¬ 
enue available to municipali¬ 
ties - property taxes and user 
fees. The lack of adequate fi¬ 
nancial resources is restrict¬ 
ing the ability of the Town of 
Didsbury and other municipali¬ 


ties to fund roads, public transit 
and other critical community in¬ 
frastructure. 

Maintaining infrastructure is 
not a discretionary item. When 
a road, water line or recreation 
centre needs to be repaired or 
upgrade the money has to be 
spent. The longer the munici¬ 
pality waits the more the project 
will cost. At the present time, the 
municipal infrastructure defi¬ 
cient in Alberta is estimated to 
be between $7 and $9 billion 
dollars. 

Alberta’s municipalities re¬ 
quire new sources of revenue 
in order to achieve financial 
prosperity, economic stability 
and enhanced quality of life for 
our residents. Some of the 
things that AUMA is propos¬ 
ing is a freeze on the education 
portion of property taxes and a 
share of the provincial gasoline 
tax and hotel tax. Comments 
can be sent to Mayor Dorothy 
Moore, council and Town Ad¬ 
ministration. These comments 
will be forwarded to the AUMA 
and our MLA Richard Marz. 

The Town of Didsbury sup¬ 
ports Alberta Urban Munici¬ 
palities Association (AUMA) 
initiative and urges the provin¬ 
cial government to forge a new 
deal for Alberta municipalities. 
The provincial government has 
an opportunity to make a bold 
and innovative relationship 
with Alberta’s municipalities 
that will sustain the wealth and 
quality of life of our great prov¬ 
ince and ensure the prosperity 
of our residents and communi¬ 
ties well into the future.

Auditor General Reveals 
Taxpayer’s Abuse

Myron Thompson, mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose says the Auditor Gen¬ 
eral’s report released this 
week continues to uncover 
the issues this Liberal gov¬ 
ernment consistently ig¬ 
nores. 

“The Auditor General has 
once again said that the Lib¬ 
eral government continues 
to break all the rules when 


it comes to Employment In¬ 
surance. The Liberals have 
piled on another $2 billion 
surplus to a fund which is al¬ 
ready standing at $46 billion, 
more than three times the 
maximum reserve. This is 
clearly a tax on Canadian 
employers and employees, 
and yet another example of 
the government breaking the 
intent of the Employment 
Insurance Act,” said 
Thompson. 

The Auditor General also 
reported that it has taken 
fourteen years for National 
Defence to upgrade our CF- 
18 fighter jets, and that 
timeline could be extended 
even further due to a lack 
of funding. 

“In addition, we have no 
money to train pilots and 
technicians, so if we fix the 
planes, there will be no one 
to fly or maintain them. Be¬ 
tween Sea Kings falling out 
of the sky, leaky subma¬ 
rines, and years to upgrade 
our fighter planes, this Lib¬ 


eral government continues to 
fail our men and women who 
serve us so well in the Cana¬ 
dian Forces,” stated 
Thompson. 

“Finally, it was reported 
that First Nations children 
still do not receive the el¬ 
ementary education they are 
entitled to. The Auditor 
General revealed that a huge 
gap exists between the 
number of First Nations 
children who graduate from 
high school compared to Ca¬ 
nadians as a whole. It could 
take up to 28 years to reach 
the same level of education 
as the Canadian average if 
the current system is left 
unchanged. The Auditor 
General reported to Parlia¬ 
ment back in 2000 on this 
very issue, and nothing has 
changed,” said Thompson. 

“This report once again 
proves to Canadian taxpay¬ 
ers that they are being 
abused by a tired and arro¬ 
gant Liberal government,” 
concluded Thompson.

Straight From The Table 

County Council met on November 24th - here’s what happened 

Straight From The Table is a new communication tool being introduced by Mountain 
View County Council as a way to keep you informed about the key highlights of Council 
meetings. Watch this paper for a brief summary after each meeting. 

Action Packed Agenda 

The agenda was packed, the issues were plentiful, and lots of lively discussion took place 
throughout the entire day. Here’s a few of the highlights: 

Cooking to the Future: This unique regional economic development initiative is pooling 
the skills and resources of the five urban communities and the County to create positive 
inter-municipal relations. Council agreed to provide ongoing support to the initiative with an 
$8,000 investment for 2005. 

County Financial Indicators: 

Each year, Alberta Municipal Affairs provides financial data to Mountain View County which 
compares our County to other counties with assessments in excess of $ 1.4 Billion. Council 
reviewed a number of graphs that indicate the County’s Net Municipal Property Taxes Per 
Capita, and Operating Expenses Per Capita are below the median of comparable counties. 

Water Valley North Road Project: Council has requested Administration to explore 
workable options to move this initiative ahead. A firm direction for the project will he decided 
at the Council meeting in January 2005. 

Coal Camp Road/Li'l Shaver Road: Council has instructed Administration to apply for 
provincial funding for projects in excess of $ 1 Million to complete major upgrades on both 
roads. Funding does not include paving on the Coal Camp Road but may incorporate a hard 
surface option. Costs for the Li'l Shaver Road will be shared. 

P2 (Public Provincial Partnership) Project Sundre: Council has appointed two 
Councilors to participate in a unique initiative in Sundre that is seeing the old school 
converted into a community facility that will include the library, a playschool. Neighborhood 
Place, a community gym and conference room. 

Highway 2 Corridor Study: Council is participating in a provincial Highway 2 Corridor 
Management Study to develop a long term development strategy for the portion of Highway 
2 that runs through the County. The study is evaluating the need for upgrading and adding 
interchanges. 

Administration Building: The building is on track, steel is arriving shortly to complete 
the roof and enclosure is anticipated to be completed by December 30th.

We were married in 1961 and with some of the money we re¬ 
ceived as wedding gifts we bought stainless steel flatware. It was 
a setting for eight, after all there were only two of us, and in the 
unlikely event that we were feeding more than eight people we 
could break out the good silver. There were 16 teaspoons in the 
set, I don't know why, and we bought matching butter knife, sugar 
shell and two serving spoons. Our set was marked on the back 
"KOBA stainless Japan" and the handles were patterned with a 
curved line and five, star like, asterisks whose six points varied 
in length. 

In a remarkably short time eight settings were not enough to 
feed our weekend gatherings and because I couldn't find our pat¬ 
tern anymore I had to buy six sets of another similar pattern. 
Meanwhile I lost a dessert fork at the family picnic, it probably 
went out with the garbage, and one day after I had used one of 
the knives to separate two frozen steaks I folded up the knife in 
the butcher paper and put it in the incinerator. When we found 
it again it was a peculiar bluish color with black pit marks. The 
color faded a bit over the years but the pits remained. Because I 
felt guilty about messing it up I always tried to put that knife at 
my place when we had company. 

Years went by, my mom gave me about twenty dessert forks, 
we bought a few steak knives, several serving spoons, and for 
really big crowds and special occasions we used the silver. No¬ 
body ever had to eat with a paring knife and a pickle fork but 
there were days when the dishwasher was full and flatware 
drawer empty. Our children were setting up homes of their own 
and buying lovely modern things, hand made pottery, elegant 
glass ware, and Scandinavian steel cutlery. Our hodge podge of 
knives and forks looked sort of pitiful. "Honey," I said, "I think we 
should buy some really nice stainless steel flatware and retire 
our old stuff, after more than forty years it doesn’t owe us a thing." 

We started at the local Hardware stores but what they had 
was remarkably similar to what we had at home. I wanted some¬ 
thing heavier, something seriously tasteful, bordering on elegant. 
I wanted simple lines, modern styling, a soft glow rather than a 
bright shine, and lots of it so that my table setting, no matter 
how large, would all perfectly match. We found just what we 
wanted in a specialty kitchen store in Cochrane. It was Swedish 
and we ordered fifteen settings, four serving spoons, butter knife 
and sugar shell. 

When the order arrived I was not too pleased to find that the 
instructions said that the knives would mark in the dishwasher 
but it was too late to go back now. I washed the knives by hand 
and set the table. My second disappointment was that the knives 
were dull as hoes. Third irritation, the dessert spoons were al¬ 
most interchangeable with the serving spoons. Whose mouth is 
big enough to eat cereal with a serving spoon? "Isn't this nice," I 
enthused to my husband, "doesn't the table look lovely." "Umm," 
he replied noncommittally, "I'm glad you're happy with it." 

Weeks went by and we used the new flatware every day, we 
struggled to eat our porridge with the enormous dessert spoons, 
tore futilely at our meat with the huge dull knives and tried vainly 
to spear lettuce with the big awkward forks. "Isn’t this nice," we 
would say, "doesn't the table look lovely." 'Yes, yes," we assured 
each other, "very nice." 

And then one day I lay down my fork, turned to my husband 
and said, "I hate these miserable, heavy, awkward, horrible tools 
and I want my old Japanese ones back." "I hate them too," he 
replied. 

If you attended a charity auction in the last few months and 
bought a really nice set of Swedish flatware, whose knives are a 
teeny bit spotted because they did go in the dishwasher after all, 
I wish you joy in them. I hope you didn't pay too much. We resur¬ 
rected our old stuff and augmented it with a nice new Japanese 
set from Home Hardware.

Reducing greenhouse gas means more power 


Cutting greenhouse gas emissions while producing 
more power - it sounds almost too good to be true. 

It’s called cogeneration and it puts otherwise wast¬ 
ed heat to good use while generating electricity. 

"A cogeneration facility makes a lot of sense from 
an economic and environmental point of view," 
says Chris Severson-Baker, director of Energy Watch 
Program, part of the independent, not-for-profit 
Pembina Institute for Sustainable Development. 

"When a company makes a capital investment to 
replace older less efficient units with a cogeneration 
facility, there can be a substantial reduction in fuel 
consumption and greenhouse gas emissions."

Talisman's new facility produces its own heat, eliminates the need to import 
electricity and generates enough spare electricity to serve 1,000 homes. 

All this will while burning 12 per cent less natural gas to heat the old boilers - a 
substantial reduction in carbon dioxide emission, a greenhouse gas. Talisman took one 
further step - cutting the need to flare. 

"In oiiTTtesign We incurred additional costs by including two completely independent 
steam sources, so we could avoid flaring," says Don Wolanick, Power Specialist for 
Talisman’s North American Operations. "We made the investment because the design

Initiatives like this go a long way to continuing the trend, as 
Energy and Utilities Board, that flaring in the province has been reduced by 70 per ce'nT~ 
since 1996.

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QUESTION: I understand that I can’t diagnose my own son for 
attention deficit disorder (ADD), but it would be helpful if you would 
list the kinds of behavior to look for in a child or adult who may 
have ADD. You've described the condition in general terms, but what 
are the specific characteristics of someone who has this disorder? 

DR. DOBSON: Edward M. Hallowell and John J. Ratey, authors 
of an excellent text titled "Driven to Distraction" (Simon & Schuster) 
list 20 symptoms that are often evident in a person with ADD or 
ADHD (attention deficit hyperactive disorder). They are: 

1. A sense of underachievement, of not meeting one's goals (re¬ 
gardless of how much one has accomplished). 

2. Difficulty getting organized. 

3. Chronic procrastination or trouble getting started. 

4. Many projects going simultaneously; trouble with follow- 
through. 

5. Tendency to say what comes to mind without necessarily con¬ 
sidering the timing or appropriateness of the remark. 

6. An ongoing search for high stimulation. 

7. A tendency to be easily bored. 

8. Easy distractibility, trouble focusing attention, tendency to 
tune out or drift away in the middle of a page or a conversation, 
often coupled with an ability to focus at times. 

9. Often creative, intuitive, highly intelligent. 

10. Trouble going through established channels, following proper 
procedure. 

11. Impatient; low tolerance for frustration. 

12. Impulsive, either verbally or in action, as in impulsive spend¬ 
ing of money, changing plans, enacting new schemes or career plans, 
and the like. 

13. Tendency to worry needlessly, endlessly; tendency to scan 
the horizon looking for something to worry about, alternating with 
inattention to, or disregard for, actual dangers. 

14. Sense of impending doom, insecurity, alternating with high 
risk-taking. 

15. Depression, especially when disengaged from a project. 

16. Restlessness. 

17. Tendency toward addictive behavior. 

18. Chronic problems with self-esteem. 

19. Inaccurate self-observation. 

20. Family history of ADD or manic-depressive illness, depres¬ 
sion, substance abuse or other disorders of impulse control or mood. 

QUESTION: You've said that schools need to have enough struc¬ 
ture and discipline to require certain behavior from children 
whether or not they have a natural interest in the subject being 
taught. Then you must favor a very structured, teacher-led program, 
where student behavior is rather tightly controlled. Why? 

DR. DOBSON: One of the purposes of education is to prepare a 
young person for later life. To survive as an adult in this society, one 
needs to know how to work, how to get there on time, how to get 
along with others, how to stay with a task until completed and, yes, 
how to submit to authority. 

In short, it takes a good measure of self-discipline and control to 
cope with the demands of modern living. Maybe one of the greatest 
gifts a loving teacher can contribute to an immature child, there¬ 
fore, is to help her learn to sit when she feels like running, to raise 
her hand when she feels like talking, to be polite to her neighbor, to 
stand in line without smacking the kid in front, and to do English 
when she feels like doing soccer. 

I would also like to see our schools readopt reasonable dress codes, 
eliminating suggestive clothing, T-shirts with profanity or those 
promoting heavy-metal bands, etc. Guidelines concerning good 
grooming and cleanliness should also be enforced. 

I know! I know! These notions are so alien to us now that we can 
hardly imagine such a thing, but the benefits would be apparent 
immediately. Admittedly, hairstyles and matters of momentary fash¬ 
ion are of no particular significance, but adherence to a standard is 
an important element of discipline. The military has understood 
that for 5,000 years. 

If one examines the secret behind a championship football team, 
a magnificent orchestra or a successful business, the principal in¬ 
gredient is invariably discipline. Preparation for this disciplinary 
lifestyle should begin in childhood. That’s why I think it's a mis¬ 
take to require nothing of children: to place no demands on their 
behavior, to allow them to giggle, fight, talk and play in the class¬ 
room. We all need to adhere to reasonable rules, and school is a 
good place to get acquainted with how that is done.
